. Negroes in the place; but they fecretly retreated 
and carried off their effe&ts to Red-Bank, and on- 
ly 2000 remained when attacked. The whites

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had only two killed, and a few wounded. No 
material a@ions, but continual tkirmithes, took 
place till his departure. The main body of the 


Negroes to that quarter, then eftablithed them/elvs. 


at Red-Bank, a mountain fleep and difficult of 
accels, 30 miles from the Cape. Here they are 
8 or 10,000 in number; including many whites, 
and a large proportion of Mulattoes, of good 
property and information, who in revenge for the 
equality denied them, have infpired the Negroes 
with ideas of liberty. 

Mr. Harrington relates, that a flag was fent in 
tothe Affembly from a body near Haut de Cap, 
offering to return to their fervices upon the plan- 
tations, if they were affured of pardon, and al- 
lowed three days in a week belides Sunday for 
themfelves ; the Affembly fent back feven men 
with an aofwer of refufal, which on the leader’s 
reading, they rufhed upon the gentlemen with the 
flag, and killed Gx of them; the 7th (formerly of 
Pailadelphia) made his efcape with a wound, 

The country is filled with dead bodies which lie 
unburied. ‘The negroes have letc the whites with 
itakes, &c, drove through them into the ground ; 
and the white troops, who now make no prifoners, 
buc kiil every thing black or yellow, leave ihe 
Negroes dead upon the field. 

Ine trade of the towa is entirely ftopt. Capt. 
Bickford lett upwards of 50 fail of Americans there; 
vhoie cargoes were all {poiling, as no veffel was 
permitted to depart till the had difcharged her car- 
go, whicn was done in geuera! by being throw in- 
to the fer after it was entirely {poiled, as there 
was no fale for them, all the flores being filled 
with provifions of every kind; notwithRanding 
which, the fame duties were demanded on goods 
eatered, and the port charges at departure, as 
ufual. The drogers were pe: mitted to pafs which 
took off a trifle. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 15.—Yeherday arrived the 
fchooner John, Capta:n Darrell, from Bermeda, 
by which we have the following important advices, 
received by the fhip Nonparie!l, Captain Barker, 
arrived there on the 22d alt. from Londona, after 
a palfige of 27 days. The Nonpariel brought 
Englih papers to the 19th Sept. from which we 
‘earn, that on the 14ih of Sepiember died atWey- 
mouth, England, the Marquis de la Lozerae, 
Ambaffador from the courtof France That a 
treaty of peace was figned between the Rufliins 
and Turks, the Emprefs ftill holding the city of 
Oczakow, with all its fortifications and whole dif. 
tri (which has been the great obitacle between 
them)—in confequence of which the Englith thips 
in commiffion were paying off aod difarming. That 
the King of France had been again pat into pof- 
feffion of the crown, and accepted of the new con- 
fitution ; a general agnefiry was publifhed in fa- 
vor of all who affiiled him to make his efcape, as 
well as thofe who refifted the decrees and were in- 
imical tothe meafures of the National Affembly ; 
but the fugitives onthe frontiers of France conti- 
nued raifing troops for a counter revolutien. The 
National Affembiy, after the King had fignified 
his acceptance to the new conititutional att, de- 
creed on the 13thof Sept. laft. as follows : 

ift, All perions accuted or under arreit, in re- 
gard to the King’s departure, thall be immediate- 
ly fet at liberty, and all further profecution fall 
ceafe. 2dly, The committees of the conftivation 
and jurifpradeace fhall to-morrow prefent the plan 
of a decree tefpecting the immediate abolition of 
all proceedings relative to the events of the revo- 
lution. 3dly, To-morrow a plan of a decree 
fhall alfo be prefented for abolifhing the ufe of 
paffports, and for annihilating all momentary re- 
ftraints, in regard to that liberty which the confti- 
tution allows to all citizens, of entering into and 
departure out of the kingdom. ‘The gaols of the 
kingdoa are to be thrown open upon the occafion.
